DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
9/30/09 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 
Applicant's amendment to claim 1, 4, 21, and the 
cancellation of claim 25 filed in the response on 9/30/09 is 
acknowledged. Currently, claims 1, 4, 6, 10, 13-18, and 21 are 
pending in this application. 

In light of applicant's amendment and remarks, previous 103 
rejections of record are hereby withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Closest prior art of record, taken alone or in combination 
do not fairly suggest or disclose the presently claimed fabric 
composition as expressed in the amended claims. Biggin et al . 
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Art Unit: 1796 

(US-600) disclose adding cationic polymer particles having 
particle size of 10 microns or less into the fabric conditioning 
formulation. Thus, a skilled artisan would not have been 
motivated to add polymer particles having particle size of more 
than 50 pm as expressed in claims 1 and 21. Furthermore, the 
recited "a mixture of monomers consisting of..." in claims 1 and 
21 now precludes the essential recurring unit B in Shulman et 
al. (US-756) . Accordingly, the instant invention as defined by 
claims 1, 4, 6, 10, 13-18, and 21 is allowable over closest 
prior art of record.
